Man-kai, Mr. E. Ralphs (Inspector 
of English Schools), Mr, R. A.D, 
Yorrest (acting Inspector. of Ver« 
nacular Schools) and Mr, Y. P, Law 
(Secretary). : 

In regard to the question of teach- 
ing, Portuguese at the Belilios Pubs 
lic School, the Director of 
Education said he promised at the 
Jast meeting fo obtain further in- 
formation fram the Headmistress. 
At the time the question of the 
vication did not enter into his 
mind, and he was afraid the Board 
would have to wait another six 
weeks before he could obtain the 
information. He proposed that the 
matter be adjourned until the Oc- 
tober meeting. ‘There was no par- 
tloular'hurry: they could not start 
anew curriculum until the end-of 
the School year. Mr, Ralphs 
seconded and the Board unani- 
mwously agreed w the Chairman's 
proposal. 

SCHOOL PLANS. 

The next item on the agenda 
was the consideration of the aues- 
tion of the appointnient of a Sub- 
Committee to examine new school 
plans... 

Mr: Wylie tank exception to the 
words “ new school plans.” He 
thought the Board wanted to see 
plans of proposed alterations as 
well as those of proposed new 
svhools. : 

The Director of Education: Yes, 
this shoufd apply to important ex- 
tensions and alterations to schools 
as well as new schools, Sometime 
ago this question was referred to 
the Government, und the Govern- 
ment agreed to show the Board the 
plans. It is only a mattér now of 
appointing a Committee. : 

Mr, Wylic, Mr. Ralphs and Mr. 
Rumiahn were appointed on the 
Sub-Committee. 

SCHOOL INSPECTIONS. 

The Inspector of — English 
Schools, dealing with the question 
of the appointment of members to 
inspect schools, said that at the 
April meeting it was proposed that 
no Comittee should be appointed 
but that the selection of members 
to visit schools sliould be left to 
himself. He thought Mr. Wylic 
had over-looked that fact when 
bringing the question forward at 

- the last meeting. It was decided 
atthe same time that the visits to 
schools should be made .by not 
more than three meinbers of the 
Board at any onetime, one of whom 
should be the Inspector of 
English - Schools. Since _ that 
date it had been considered 
Necessary to visit only a” 
certain class of school, These 
schools had been visited several 
times and on nearly every occa- 

* sion He had invited one member 
of the Board who had been spccial~ 
Jy interested in the schools, to 
accompany him. The autumn 
term was, for various reasons, the 
most suitable term for visits to be 
made by members of the Board. 

. Mr. Ralphs said that he’ had found 
the comments and. suggestions 
made by members very useful in- 
.dced. As there were 30 schools 
he proposed to visit and as 
it was his intention to ask 
two members of the Board to ac- 
company him on each visit, he 
predicted that the members wauld 
be called on rather frequently dure 
ing the coming term.

The black.and white Malayan 
tapix who has just arriyed in London 
clearly shows this pig-like shape 
with a half-developed.trunk and is 
a moral to any child, ,. 

There is no other moral to be 
drawn from this particular beast— 
“particular” is the very word, :for 
it toms up its snout-Hke trank at 
any food Which costs less than 5d. 
2 mouthful. ; ‘ 

It insists on bananas or death 
from starvation, Mashed mangel- 
wurzels it regarded with snobbish 
horror. A really expensive porage 
made up of boiled rice, breakfast 
oats, treacle and milk ‘it toys with 
under protest. Tho only hearty 
meal it takes is the cut-down mtion 
of a beggarly 30 bananas a day, 

There IS one other food which it 
deigns to cat--sweet Rhotatoes—of 
which a small supply is left after 
the voyage.

NEW DERRICK. , 


Anew type of derrick, designed’ 
by Dr, H. Meyer, Js installed on ‘a 
serics of fréight steamers being 
built for the North German-Lloyd 
at the Vulcan Werke shipyards, 
Stettin, and is intended toreduce 2 
ship's loading tackle toa minimum. 
The principle underlying the new 
scheme consists of placing. the 
crossttrees higher thun is. the 
usual| practice, and high enough for 
the derricks to be swung under- 
neath and to be utilised both’ fore 
and aft. This new” arrangement 
will prove especially useful in cases 

~where two sets of four derricks 
each, in connection with only two 
capstang, have'so fur been provided 
fore and aft, with a view to using 
the four capstans surrounding the 
mast at will for cither set of 
derricks.

Through all those eight million 
years Sphenedon had gone right on 
in his rut. Old continents were 
‘destroyed and new continents 
arose from tho occan, and ‘they 
in turn grew old and were destroy- 
ed, but Sphenedon went jogging 
along never changing his appear- 
ance or his habits or anything. 

The Tuatera or Sphenedon is so 
important, scjentifically, that . the 
Government of New Zealand has 
taken steps to protect it against, 
extinction. It is an open question, 
however, whether the government 
has intervened in time, for as far 
back as 1882 the creatures were 
very mire, 

At one time, scientists believe, 
Sphenedon flourished all over New 
Zealand. But it has disappeared 
from the'two main islands, and of 
late years has only been found on a 
group of rocky islands, none of 
them more than six acres in extent 
in the Bay of Plenty on the east 
side of the North Island. 

They gradually disappeared 
from all but one of the islands, and 
on that one Karewa, only one. man 
now knows where to find them. 
They have survived on Karewa be- 
cause even the Maoris—the natives 
of New Zealand—avoided it—and 
the reason for their fear of it was | 
discovered when a scientific’ exe 
pedition found Sphenedon there, 
as will be told later on. 

Why has Sphenedon outlived the, 
dinosatir and all the other pre- 
historic creatures. who first ap- 
peared on this earth a good while 
afterwards? Why has he not 
changed, or adapted himself, like. 
other old forms of life that still 
exist? Dr, G. Kingsley Noble has

The greatest 
enemies. of all the ‘pre-historic 
creatures were mammals, who first 
evolved, five million years ago, as 
sinall, rat-like creatures. Soe: 

But in two million years’ time 
these mammals had grown and 
adapted themselves, and the pre- 
historic reptiles had not adapted 
themselves, Wherefore the ure 
changing reptiles perished as did 
the dinosaur. 

But the record of the rocks shows 
that there were no mammals in New 
Zealand until approximately a 
thousand years ago—a mere split- 
second in the history of the world. 
These first mammals in New 
Zealand were men and rats, which 
the men brought with them. And 
for cight million years, minus a 
thous ‘Sphenedon had: com- 
‘petition with other forms: of life. 

ADVENT QF MAN. 

Nor has the vegetable life-on the 
island of Karewa changed greatly 
from that to which Sphenedon was 
accustomed. ‘The great ferns and 
vines and thorny scrub and ancient 
kinds of rocks are still there. . But 
on the larger islands, men came, 
and later other mammals, and with 
their coming began Sphenedon'’s 
exit. i 

Sphenedon is from nine totwelve 
inches long., The female lays her 
eggs in the sand and the male 
fertilises them. The sun does the 
rest, but it takes a year or more to 
hatch them. One egg at a time, 
and perhaps a dozen in a life-time 
is the egg-laying rate of Sphene- 
don, . 

The little reptiles are very 
sluggish and do nothing to resist 
their capture. If taken by the 
tail, says one of their investigators, 
they give a quick shake and drop 
away from-their tails—leaving the 
latter’ in their. captors hands. 
Some specimens were found with 
tails lacking vertebrae, -Instead,! 
they possessed a flattened, joint- 
less strip of cartilage. The scientists 
reasoned that these were replaced
